DEMOCRATIC DECLARATION. 
They Give Their Reasons for Fighting 
Reed*» Rules. 
W a sh in g to n , February 4th.—An address 
to the country, explaining the position of 
the Democratic members of the House, has 
been prepared by ex-Speaker Carlisle. The 
address says in part: 
Although nearly two months have elapsed 
since the Committee on Rules has been ap­ 
pointed, it has made no report except a partial 
oue, made on the 9th of December, and, conse­ 
quently, the House has been compelled to con­ 
duct its business without any rule or system, 
except general parliamentary law, as construed 
by the Speaker. The American House of Rep­ 
resentatives has been during all this time, and 
still is, so far as rules lor its government are 
concerned, in precisely the same position as a 
popular meeting or political convention iu 
which the Chairman and his partisans abso­ 
lutely control all of the proceedings. 
No measure cau get before the House for con­ 
sideration unless the Speaker chooses to allow 
it to be presented, aud the members have no 
means of knowing in advance what they are to 
be called upon to discuss or decide. This is the 
first time iu our history that a legislative assem­ 
bly, or eveu a public meeting, has attempted to 
transact business for any considerable period 
without a regular code ot rules prescribing the 
order of proceedings, and the ineouventeiice 
and injustice resulting from such au attempt 
has been forcibly illustrated in the present in­ 
stance. 
WITH A PROTEST. 
This personal and partisan domination of the 
House was submitted to. though not without 
repeated protest, until we became convinced 
that it was the deliberate purpose of the Speaker 
and his Mipporters to proceed without rules to 
oust the Democratic members whose seats are 
contested and admit their Republican oppo- 
neuts. 
Ou January 29th the Committee on Elections 
called up a contested election case, and the 
Democratic members determined that in the 
absence of rules it should not be considered if 
they could prevent it by any proper parlia­ 
mentary proceedings. Accordingly they raised 
the question, whose consideration demanded 
the ayes and noes, aud on the call of the roll 
refrained from voting. The result was that less 
than a constitutional quorum voted; but the 
Speaker, in violation of the uniform practice of 
toe House for more than a century, proceeded 
to count members who were present, but uot 
voting, and declared that the House decided to 
take the case up. From this decision au appeal 
was taken, and on a motion to lay the appeal on 
the table the ayes aud noes were taken, and less 
than a quorum voted; but the Speaker aRaiu 
counted the members not voting, and decided 
that the motion hsd been agreed to and his rul­ 
ing thereby sustained. 
PROVISIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 
The Constitution of the Uuited States provides 
that a majority of each House shall constitute a 
quorum to do business, but a smaller number 
may adjourn from day to day, and may be au­ 
thorized to compel the attendance of absent 
members in such manner aud uuder such pen­ 
alties as each House shall provide. Another 
clause of the Constitution requires each House 
to keep a journal of its proceedings, and pro­ 
vides that when one-fiith of the members pres­ 
ent desire it, the ayes and nots shall be taken 
on any question and entered on the journal. 
Since the beginning of the Government under 
the Constitution, more than one hundred years 
ago, the House of Representatives and the 
Senate have uniformly construed the nist clause 
of the Constitution quoted above to mean that 
a majority of all the members elect must be 
present and actually participate in the transac­ 
tion of busiuess, and that whenever, upon the 
call of the ayes and noes, it appeared from the 
journal, which is the only official record, that 
less thau a constitutional quorum had voted on 
auy proposition, the vote was a nullity, and that 
no further business could be done until the re­ 
quisite number appeared and voted. 
Iu order to secure certainty and stability in 
the administration of the law it is arule in our 
jurisprudence that when a particular construc­ 
tion of the Constitution or a statute has beeu 
for a long time acquiesced in, not only by those 
whose duty it is to execute it put also bv those 
whose personal and property rights are affected 
by it. the Courts will recognize it as the true 
construction. 
THE PRACTICAL CONSTRUCTION. 
Even if this were an original question it would 
not be difficult to show that the practical con­ 
struction of the Constitution, which has pre­ 
vailed iu the House and the Senate for over 100 
years, is the correct one. Speaker Reed him 
self, when iu the minority on the floor of the 
House, stated the true meaning and the true 
philosophy of the Coostitution when he said: 
“ J he Constitutional idea of a quorum is not 
the presence of a majority cf all the members of 
the House, but a majority of the members pres­ 
ent and participating in the business of the 
House. It is not their visible presence, but their 
judgment and votes that the Constitution calls 
for.'' 
General Garfield, Mr. Blaine, Mr. Conger. Mr. 
Robeson and other eminent Republicans have 
taken the same position. 
CONSIDERED AS A DUTY. 
When, therefore, the present Speaker repudi­ 
ated the settled construction of the Constitution 
we considered it our duty as a part of the repre­ 
sentatives of the people to enter our protests in 
every form available to us uuder the circum­ 
stances. We are not contending for the rUht of 
the minority to govern, as the supporters of the 
Speaker have endeavored to make the country 
believe. On the contrary, we are denying the 
right of the majority to eject members from 
their seats or to pass laws lor the government 
of the people when, under the Constitution, a 
majority ol the members of the House must con­ 
stitute a quorum to do business, aud we are 
simply insisting that less than a majority shall 
not do business. We are contending that a ma­ 
jority shall take the responsibility which prop- 
erly’belongs to them, and shall come into the 
House and vote if they desire to control the pro­ 
ceedings, and we are protesting against their 
right to carry their measures by counting us 
when we do uot vote. 
The claim of the majority that they have the 
right to govern the House without attending its 
sessions aud taking part in the conduct of its 
business is too preposterous to require refuta­ 
tion. It must be evident to anyone who under­ 
stands the proposition taken b? the Democratic 
minority iu the House that it cannot possibly 
result in any injury to the country or in anv in­ 
justice to the minority. Its only efleet will be 
to compel the Republican majority elected by 
the people to assume the responsibility imposed 
upon them. 
On the other hand, no one can foresee the 
evils that may result from the inauguration of 
a practice of counting votes uot cast in order to 
make a quorum. Under it a minority of the 
members-elect to the House and Senate may 
pass the most tyrannical laws for the oppression 
of the people and the most corrupt laws for the 
spoliation of the public treasury. Whether so 
intended or not, its direct tendency is to break 
dowu the barriers heretofore existing for the 
protection of the citizms against the encroach­ 
ments of power and the spoliation of the treas­ 
ury by destroying the limitations which the 
Constitution has wisely Imposed upon the leg­ 
islative department. Constitutions are made to 
restrain majorities and protect minorities. A 
majority ruling without limitations or restraint 
upon its power i» pure despotism, and is incon­ 
sistent with our system of (.Government. 
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The Bodies of Mr», and Miss Tracy at 
th© Whit© House. 
W a s h in g to n , February 4th.—The re­ 
mains of Mrs. and Miss Tracv lie in caskets 
in the center of the East Room of the 
White House, beneath the crystal chande­ 
liers whose light less than a week ago 
shown upon them as they gayly greeted 
iheir numerous friends at the last Presi­ 
dential reception. 
The bodies were brought to the White 
House at 6 o’clock by order of the Presi­ 
dent, who has taken charge of whatever 
arrangements fjr the funeral it is necessary 
to make at presem. The final arrange­ 
ments will not be made until the arrival 
of Secretary Tracy’s son and General Cat- 
lin, his brother in-law, who are expected 
io-night. AN AFFECTING MEETING. 
Secretary Tracy awoke this morning 
greatly refreshed, and. after partaking of a 
light breakfast, insisted on getting up and 
dressing. His brother-in law, General Cat- 
lin, and other friends surrounded him and 
endeavored to attract his attention away 
from his loss, but without avail, as ever 
and anon he would lose control of himself 
and burst into tears. 
His only son, Frank B. Tracy, arrived on 
the early train, and was at once taken to 
the White House, where he breakfasted. 
At i) o’clock he went in company with the 
President to see his father. The meeting 
was a most affecting one and not a dry eye 
remained in the room. They both composed 
themselves after a hard struggle. 
THE FCNERAL SERYICE3. 
The bodies of both will lie in the White 
House until the funeral. When that will 
take place depends entirely on the condi­ 
tion Secretary Tracy. The bodies, it is 
thought, will be placed temporarily in the 
receiving vault at Oak Hill Cemetery, to 
await the Secretary’s final wishes when hs 


recovers from the shock. The funeral 
services will trtke place at 11 a . m. to-mcr- 
row, and will be strictly private. Only 
members of the family and immediate per- 
soaal friends and the President and Cab­ 
inet and their families are to be present. 
This afternoon the Secretary and his son 
went to the White House, where he will re­ 
main until fully recovered. 
THE FUNERAL OF TEE MAID. 
The funeral of Josephine, the French 
maid, took place this afternoon. Mr3. Har­ 
rison caused inquiries to be made with re­ 
gard to her, and when she ascertained that 
the maid had no relatives in this country, 
she directed Lieutenant Mason to make ar­ 
rangements for the funeral. The interment 
was in Mount Olivet Cemetery. 
THEORIES AS TO THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 
The authorities here are still investigat­ 
ing the origin of the fire. Chief Engineer 
Parrish, who saved the Secretary, gives 
this version : 
“My theory is that the fire started in the 
front parlor of the main lioor. Instead of 
the walls and ceiling being plaster, they 
were of wood work, oiled and varnished, 
and as soon as the llames took hold they 
spread almost instantaneously all through 
the building. The house was a regular 
tinder-box. I mean tbat the main floor 
and staircase being varnished, the fire ran 
right np the stairway to the roof and cut 
off all communication. While I could not 
get up tbe main staircase, I found the back 
stairs free from rire, though the smoke was 
dense and suffocating. Why the family 
did not try to come down the back stairs i 
cannot tell, but I suppose they were either 
panic-stricken or else could uot find the 
back stairs owing to tbe dense smoke. I 
have been in business over thirty years 
and I never saw a fire burn as fast as tbat 
did this morning, and I never knew my­ 
self to become so exhausted before from 
smoke and heat. The latter was terrific. 
The fire undoubtedly began in the front 
parlor and ran up the main stairway; and 
this seems to explain why the servants, 
who say they were in the basement and 
pantry, knew nothing of it until too late. 
Many people say that they can't under­ 
stand how people could be burned so 
quickly in a private residence. When they 
finish their houses in wo* d, covered with 
oil and varnish, instead of plastering, they 
must understand that they are living al­ 
most iu a powder magazine, and that once 
ignited the flames will spread all over a 
house of that character with frightful rapid­ 
ity. And let me say right here tbat if we 
had not had to save people, if they had 
been out of the house, tbe fire would have 
been confined, and never would have 
reached Judge Cox’s residence, next door; 
but we did our best to save life and we suc­ 
ceeded in the case of the Secretary.” 
SOLICITUDE OF THE QUEEN. 
The following cablegram was received to­ 
night by the British Minister, who at once 
fjrwarded it to Secretary Tracy: 
Osdokne. February 4,1890. 
To the British Minister: The Queen deeply 
deplores the calamity to Mr. Tracy’s Jamily. 
.She inquires after him aud the survivors. 
Ponsonby. 
To which Secretary Tracy responded as 
follows: 
Mr. Tracy begs the British Minister to convey 
to her Majesty his sincere thanks for her gra­ 
cious message of sympathy, aud in reply to her 
kind inquiry to say that his surviving daughter 
aud grandchild are out of danger. 
LAST 8AD RITES. 
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The lioily Placed Beside that of Her 
Brother W alker. 
W ashington, February 4th.—The funeral 
of Secretary Blaine’s daughter, Mrs. Cop- 
pinger, took place nt 10 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, and was largely attended. The serv­ 
ices were held at St. Mathew’s Church. 
Cardinal (jibbons officiated, assisted by 
ten of the local clergy. Tbe church was 
filled to its utmost. The interment was at 
Oakhill Cemetery, alongside her brother 
Walker. 
Tbe President and Mrs. Harrison, Vice­ 
President and Mrs. Morton and the eatire 
Cabinet families, except that of Secretary 
Tracy, attended the services and followed 
the remains to toe cemetery.

Ex-Speaker Kan<1 all. 
W ashington, February 4th.—The man­ 
ufacturers and personal friends ot ex­ 
Speaker Ilandall in Philadelphia have con­ 
tributed a fund of $50.000 for his family. 
The scheme was engineered by Banker 
Drexel and Mr. Childs, the newspaper pub­ 
lisher. Randall is poor, and his income 
oniside of his salary is only about $500. 
The money has been invested, and the 
interest is to be used only for the support, 
of his family. The report that Randall 
would be in his seat to-day to lead the fili­ 
bustering fight in the House was purely 
imaginative. 
Congressman Bingham of Pennsylvania 
said to-day that Randall’s condition was 
such that he would never be able to take 
his seat again. 
Navigation Safeguards. 
W ashington, February 4th.—The Board 
of Supervising Inspectors of Steam Vessels 
adjourned to-day. A number of routine 
matters were disposed of. The most im­ 
portant action taken was that requiring ev­ 
ery steamer navigating any ocean, bay or 
sound in the United States to carry a line 
carrying a projectile, with the means of 
propelling it, as part of their life saving ap­ 
pliances. The Board approved of three of 
these projectiles, the Vise-Lyle gun, now 
used at all life-saving stations, and the 
Hunt gun and rocket, lurnished by the 
American Carrier Rocket Company. The 
Lyle gnn will cost about $100 for each ves­ 
sel, while the others will cost about twice 
that amount. 
An Arizona Memorial, 
W ashington, February 4th.—W. L. 
Rynerson, Brewster Cameron, W. H. H. 
Llewellyn and George Christ, of Arizona, 
have addressed a memorial to Senator 
Dawes, of the Senate Indian Allairs Com­ 
mittee, opposing the removal of the 
Apaches, now at Mount Vernon Barracks, 
Ala., ato Fort Sill, I T. 
They assert that it is bat 500 miles from 
Fort Sill to the San Carlos Reservation 
and that Gerónimo and his gang can easily 
escape, and, riding down, stir up the hos­ 
tiles at that agency. Some allusions to 
General Crook in the document seem to 
indicate that Brewster Cameron is stirring 
up the old Miles Crook controversy.

Brown, United Stales Marshal for Wash­ 
ington.A Re-Rated Official Bounced. 
W ashington, February 4th. — Hiram 
Smith, Jr., First Deputy Commissioner of 
Pensions, was to-day informed by Secre­ 
tary Noble that his resignation had been 
accepted, to take effect March 1st. Smith 
Í3 one of tbe Pension Office officials re­ 
rated during Commissioner Tanner’s in­ 
cumbency, and received $6,000 arrears. 
Saxnoan T re a ty R a tified . 
W ashington, February 4th.—The Senate 
this afternoon in secret session ratified tbe 
Samoan treaty. Some opposition to the 
treaty was aroused by that section relin­ 
quishing certain American rights in the 
harbor of Pango Pango, but on a vote oniy 
nice votes were cast against its ratification.

Centenary' of the United States Supreme 
Court Celebrated. 
New York, February 4th.—The sad 
events ot the last few days at Washington 
dimmed considerably the celebration of 
the centennial ol the Federal Judiciary, in­ 
augurated this morning. The attendance 
at the exercises in the Metropolitan Opera 
House was the most noted that ever tilled 
the magnificent building. 
Distributed 
about the galleries were banners and shields 
bearing coats-of-arms of various States. 
The interior of the building was otherwise 
elaborately decorated. 
On the right of the stage in the front 
row were seated the members of the United 
States Supreme Court. Ex-President Gro­ 
ver Cleveland presided. The others seated 
on the stage included ex Justice William 
Strong, Senator Evans, T. J. Semines, of 
Nero Orleans. General William T. Sherman, 
Cliauncey M. Depew and David Dudley 
Field, while a distinguished gathering were 
leaving their carriages at the door and fill­ 
ing the seats until there was standing room 
only. 
The grand symphony orchestra played 
the Coronation march, tbe overture to 
“Zampa,” and an American fantasie. 
When tbe last air had been played ex­ 
President Cleveland stepped forward. He 
was cheered to the echo, and some minutes 
elapsed before he could speak. He bowed 
his acknowledgements and expressed his 
appreciation of the generous welcome ac­ 
corded him. 
On taking tbe chair the ex-Presidtnt de­ 
livered a brief introductory address, in 
which, amoDg other things, he said: “In 
the work of creating our nation the ele­ 
ments of free government were supplied 
by the concessions of the sovereign states, 
by the surrender of accustomed rights and 
by the inspiration of pure and disinterested 
patriotism. If from these elements there 
had not been evolved that feature in our 
federal system which is our theme to-day, 
the structure might have been fair to look 
upon and might have presented tbe sem­ 
blance of solidity and strength; but it would 
have been only the semblance, and the 
completed edifice would have had within 
its foundations the infirmity of decay and 
ruin.” 
Justice Field said, in substance : “In ev­ 
ery age and with every people there have 
been celebrations for triumphs in war, for 
battles won on land and on sea, aud for the 
triumphs of peace, but never until now has 
there been in any country a celebration like 
this, to commemorate the establishment of 
a judicial tribunal as a co-ordinate and 
permanent branch of its government. This 
celebration had its inspiration in the pro­ 
found reverence for the Constitution of the 
United States as the sure and only means 
of preserving the Union, with its inestima­ 
ble blessings, and in the conviction that 
this tribunal has materially contributed to 
its just appreciation and to the ready obe­ 
dience to its authority. 
“Experience has shown that in a country 
of great territorial extent and various inter­ 
ests, peace and lasting prosperity can exist 
with a civilized people oniy when local 
afiairs are controled by local authorities; 
and at tbe same time there are lodged in 
the general government of the country 
such sovereign power as will enable it to 
regulate the intercourse of its people with 
foreign nations and between communities, 
to protect them lu their rights in such in­ 
tercourse, to defend the country against 
invasion and domestic violence, and to 
maintain the supremacy of the laws 
throughout its whole domain. This prin­ 
ciple the framers of the Constitution acted 
upon in establishing the Government of 
the Union by leaving unimpaired the 
oower of the States to control all matters of 
local interest and creating a new Govern­ 
ment of sovereign powers for matters of 
general and national concern. 
"They thus succeeded in reconciling local 
self-government or home rule as it is 
termed, with the exercise of national sov­ 
ereignty for national purposes. Under this 
dual government each State may pursue 
the policy best suited to its people and re­ 
sources, though unlike that of another 
State. 
“And now, with its history in the century 
past, what is needed that the Supreme 
Court of the United States should sustain 
its character and be as useful in tbe cen­ 
tury to come? I answer, as a matter of 
consideration, tbat it should not be over­ 
borne with work, and by that I mean that 
it should have some relief from the im­ 
mense burden now cast upon it. This can 
only be done by legislative action, and in 
determining what measures shall be 
adopted for that purpose, Congress will un­ 
doubtedly receive with favor suggestions 
from the bar associations of the country. 
In view of the condition of the Court, its 
crowded docket, the multitude of questions 
constantly brought before it of the greatest 
and most extended influence, surely it has 
a right to call upon the country to give it 
assistance and relief. Something must be 
done in that direction, and should be done 
speedily, to prevent the delays now exist­ 
ing. To delay justice is as pernicious as to 
deny it. ODe ot the most prgcious articles 
of the Magna Charta was that in which the 
King dsclared he could not deny or delay 
to any man justice or right. And assuredly 
what the Barons of Eoeland wrong from 
their monarch, the people of the United 
States will not refuse any suitor for justice 
at their tribunals.” 
EVENING EXERCISES. 
Tbe dinner in celebration of tbe Supreme 
Court Centennial was held to-night at tbe 
Lenox Lyceum. The banquet hall was a 
mass of flowera and vines, and presented a 
beautiful picture. A dozen large tables 
were arranged in various positions about 
the hall, and each was beautifully decorated. 
Covers were laid for 820 guests, and 
nearly every seat was occupied. A plat­ 
form table was set for twenty-six persons. 
It was presided over by President Carter of 
the Entertainment Committee, and among 
his guests were Chief Justice Fuller, ex­ 
President Cleveland, Matthew Hale of 
Albany, President of the New York State 
Bar Association; Justices Miller, Bradley. 
Harlan. Field, Blatchford, Gray, Lamar 
and Brewer, Chauncey M. Depew, Rev. 
William Huntington, President Coudert of 
the Bar of the city of New York, Senator 
Evarts, Chief Justice Paxson of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Mayor Grant and President Low of 
Columbia College. 
The menu was an elaborate one. Before 
it was concluded the ladies began to take 
their places in the boxes, and shortly after 
10 o’clock the Chairman rapped for order. 
In the box. the third from the right of 
the stage, was Mrs. Cleveland, accom­ 
panied by a party of ladies and gentlemen. 
The toast. "The President of the United 
States,” was drank, after which Mr. Carter 
made a brief address. 
The next toast was, “The Supreme 
Court.” and it was replied to by Associate 
Justice Harlan of the Supreme Court. 
He began by reference to tbe co-ordinate 
responsibility of lawyers and judges, citing 
that as are the lawyers of a given period, so 
are the courts before which they appear. 
If the decisions of the Supreme Court have 
been commended in any instance, it must 
be added that their preparation wa3 pre­ 
ceded and aided by 'he arguments at its 
bar, of which nsay be said what Mr. Justice 
Butler observed ot certain judgments of 
Lord Mansfield, “That they wera of such 
transcendaut power tbat those who heard 
them were lostinadmiration atthestrengtli 
and stretch ol tbe human understanding.” 
Honorable William M. Evarts next spoke. 
Evarts was of the opinion that the present 
celebration is the most significant held since 
that cf the Declaration ot Independence. It 
was indeed the celebration of the first 
opening in the world of a conrt of the 
people. No higher conception of govern­ 
ment, lie said, had been reached or ever 
can be reached, than that reason shall not 
only be the persuasive influence in human 
affairs but paramount authority. 
Senator Evarls was follywed by Honor­ 


able E lward M. Paxon ot tbe Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, who spoke io the 
“Judiciary of the Slates.” 
Hon. \v alter B. Hill, cf Georgia, re­ 
sponded to “The Common Law.” ’ 
Wayne McVeagh was booked to respond 
to the toast "The Bar,” but was absent, aud 
Joseph H. Choate responded instead, ex­ 
tempore, and his remarks were received 
with great applause. 
Seth Low next spoke, and was followed 
by Chauncey M. Depew, who closed bis 
talk by his response to the toast “Onr 
Clients.” He made one of his star speeches, 
and his wit and logic fairly convulsed the 
vast assemblage. 
____ 
Defeat of a Cattle Trust. 
D e n v e r, February 4th.—Judge Phillips 
of the United States Court for the Western 
district of Missouri has handed down an 
opinion in the case of George H. Gould 
against Head, Lawrence, Warn and others, 
denying Gould’s petition on demurrer in 
the case of the Phcenix Farm and Ranch 
Company. 
This opinion is a confirmation of the 
former decision cf the court favorable to 
the defendant.-, growing out of a contro­ 
versy between themselves and the Ameri­ 
can cattle trust. Gould is a prominent 
citizen of Los Angeles, California, and a 
brother of C. W. Gould, Chairman of the 
American Cattle Trust in New York. The 
property in controversy is iu Moro couniy, 
New Mexico, and is valued at in the neigh­ 
borhood of $100,000. 
Destitution in Dakota. 
Chicago, February 4th.—The Board of 
Trade Directors to-day appointed a com­ 
mittee of three to canvass for subscriptions 
to be used for the destitute farmers of 
South Dakota. This action was taken on 
receipt of a communication from Governor 
Mellette saying tbat in nineteen counties 
such relief was badly needed. The State 
cannot appropriate money or levy taxes for 
the purpose owing to constitutional objec­ 
tions. The Governor is endeavoring to 
raise a fund of $50,000, and believes it will 
be the means of retaining 1.000 families in 
Sonth Dakota who would otherwise be 
compelled to leave the State. 
Farm ers’ Alliance. 
T o p e k a , February 4th.—The Farmers’ 
Alliance ot Kansas, numbering 150,000 
voters, are sending immense petitions to 
the Governor urgiDg him to callan extra 
session of the Legislature to pass a bill ex­ 
tending the time for the redemption of 
lands sold under foreclosure to two years, 
and to provide for a stay of execution of 
judgments on promissory noies and mort­ 
gage bonds for a reasonable time without 
bonds. 
It is alleged the recent shrinkage in val­ 
ues has caused widespread embarrassment 
among tbe farmers, and tbat such a law is 
an imperative necessity. 
Destructive Ice Gorge. 
A tc h iso n (Kans.), February 4th.—A 
h eavy ice gorge has formed above the city 
iu a narrow place in the river, and almost 
the entire volume of water is backed up so 
that it was forced tbrough the Government 
works constructed on the Missouri, as a 
protection to the city. 
The current is rapidly cutting this away, 
and is making rapid progress towards the 
west end of the bridge. Unless the ice dam 
breaks soon the Government works, cost­ 
ing $150,000, the railway bridge and the 
town of East Atchison will bs at the mercy 
of the river.Jumped His Ball. 
C h icag o . February 4th.—John Graham, 
under indictment for an attempt to bribe 
jurors in the Cronin case, and who was to 
have been put upon trial to-morrow, has 
fled the city, and is now on his way to 
Mexico. He was out on bonds of $25,000.

Canadian Boundary Line.

“If this is not done,” 
he said, “Russia will one dav seize the 
Danubian provinces and others, and be 
triumphant in Northern Europe. A 
Franco-German alliance can only be ef­ 
fected by the patriotic, magnanimous and 
statesmenlike policy of conciliation on the 
part of Germany, which shall include the 
restoration to France of Alsace and Lor­ 
raine.”

A PH0F0SED ATHLETIC 
REVIVAL 


In the center of the arena of that noble 
ruin, the Colosseum nt Rome, there stands 
a solitary cross erected to the memory of 
the hundreds of unnamed martyrs who 
were put to death in the great amphithea­ 
ter in the second and third centuries of the 
Christian era. Xo grander pile was ever 
erected in the interest of public assembling 
than the Colosseum, and no amphitheater 
has been the scene of such festivals, such 
grandeur, such triumphs, or such cruelty. 
Here the wild beasts of the jungles were 
brought to fight to the end with one 
another for the amusement of the patrician 
and the plebiau alike; here the gladiators 
contended to the death; slaves [K'rislied at 
the will of their masters, and early Chris­ 
tians were given to the lions in honor of 
the gods in the presence of vast multitudes 
of the most cultured and enlightened men 
and women of those ages. In this splendid 
■’¡avian Amphitheater, centuries ago, were 
conducted combats such as the world has 
never seen since, and which in the civiliza­ 
tion of this age are not possible. 
Its worn 
historic pavements have been dyed with 
the blood of human beings offered upon the 
altar of superstition and intolerance; here 
the Roman youth proved its manhood in 
aihletic games, and here the Senators pass­ 
ing from the Forum assembled to witness 
the combats, the friendly contests and scenic 
splendors in which the Roman populace 
delighted. The blood of its martyrs, the 
ghosts of the slain who fell in the arena, 
the nobility 
of its architecture, the 
grandeur of the conception that made it 
possible, the remarkable preservation of its 
incomparable pillared walls and historic 
pavements, 
the 
arches, columns and 
subterranean vaults and chambers, have 
all served to preserve it from the contami­ 
nation of trade, under which an attempt 
was once made to convert it into a factory 
for a coarse article of commerce, and to 
keep solemnly intact from the tonch of the 
modern a magnificent relic of structural art, 
thau which there is no other, save the 
pyramids, of such monstrous size or such 
splendid powers of endurance. 
Now comes the news that “Hon.William 
Cody,” the original and only “Buttklo 
Bill,” has applied for leave to opeu his 
“W ild West Show” inside the precincts of 
the Roman Colosseum. 
The addition is 
made to the news, that he is very likely to 
obtain the permission for which lie prays. 
If it is granted, and the ashes of Vespasian 
and Titus do not rise in ghostlike forms 
to fright Bill’s painted red men, greasv 
vaqueros and slatternly squaws from the 
historic pavements, wc may settle dowu 
“for good” into the belief that spirits sleep 
utterly oblivious to the profanations by 
the mortals of the places they ouce filled. 
The very thought is exasperating of the 
“ Deadwood stage” rattling over the stones 
of the Colosseum; of the whoop of thedirtv 
Black Hills savages echoing through the 
noble arches, and breaking in screeches 
Against the Corinthian capitals of the lofty 
Btories where once were graceful galleries 
and magnificent arcades, in which moved 
th e law-givers, the poets, the beauties, the 
heroes and the statesmen of Ancient Rome. 
T he idea of one of Cody’s bucking 
broncos plunging about amoug the historic 
stones of the arena, or of Bill’s half-breed 
cowboys swinging the lariat over the cross 
th a t rises in memory of the blood of mar­ 
tyrs and heroes ought to send “the shiv­ 
ers" down the hacks of all arclucologists. 
Is there no spot sacred from invasiou by 
th e American showman? 
Are the noble 
piles of Old W orld architecture—no m at­ 
te r to what uses these structures were 
once put, or what the intolerance or 
despotic rule of their 
builders—to le 
brought to Ihe hum iliating level of the 
circus ten t? 
Are the “side show," and 
th e lemonade stand, and the fat woman, 
and the living skeleton, and two-headed 
baby, and all the belongings of the A m eri­ 
can circus and of Cody’s show, to despoil 
th e classic grounds of Greece and Rome of 
th eir romance, and desecrate ruins of “the 
splendid ages” that still excite the modern 
to travel and exploration in th e historic 
Eastern world? 
Is there not enough of 
respect remaining among the modern gov­ 
ernors of th e Old W orld, for th e noble 
ruins left to their keeping, to make them 
re;ec.t as instutm g the proposition to con­ 
vert these ancient piles, around which 
cluster so many historic memories and 
classic traditions, into 
two-bit 
show­ 
grounds? 
Probably not. 
The modern 
Rom an and the later Italian, w ith their 
eyes turned for the ready jiennv, will con­ 
sent to any uses 
of the 
old 
stones 
for coin. 
W e may, therefore, soon expect 
to hear from correspondents of Cody’s 
Apaches gallooing on their bow-legs over 
th e hones of the gladiators; o f the torn 
■jnattiug 
of the Ciows and 
Blackfcet 


twisted into wigwams over the spot where 
the m artyrs perished, at the very foot of 
the m arble cross planted to their memory, 
and over fhe arms of which we shall 
presently hear that Buffalo B ill’s copper- 
colored lieutenant has hung his red fían- 
neis to dry, as was his wont in a less his­ 
toric spot upon the English finger boards 
when the blue bloods of B ritain thronged 
to see the motley crowd caricature life in 
the American west. 
Compared to such a 
possibility the sublim ity of cheek th at for­ 
tified the fellow who sought to paint an 
Am erican bitters sign upon the forehead 
of the Sphinx sinks into insignificance. 


T h e settlement of the Parnell-TVinas 
libel suit brings to a close one of the most 
famous proceedings of the century. 
The 
Times withdraws its libelous rem arks and 
pays Parnell £5,000. 
It was the only 
course left open to the Times with honor. 
H aving failed to establish the genuine­ 
ness of the letters on which it based its 
charge th at Parnell had been engaged in 
crim inal conspiracy, it remained but a 
question of the measure of damages. 
It 
was wiser to compromise this point than 
to leave it to a judgm ent under a verdict. 
On his part, by accepting one-tenth the 
sum he sued for Parnell has shown to the 
world that he had pursued the Times not 
for money, but for clearauce of his char­ 
acter. 
I t is probable that the sum he re­ 
ceived will be absorbed in paying the out­ 
side costs to which he was put, though the 
Court costs and the expenses of the prose­ 
cution usually chargeable in a bill of costs 
follow the judgment confessed. 
I f not 
openly, the Government will tacitly con­ 
sent to an apology to Parnell for its part 
in the affair, and that will end one of 
the most phenomenal political proceed­ 
ings of which English annals hear any 
record. 


T h e decision of the Supreme Court o f 
the U nited States affirming the constitu­ 
tionality of the anti-M ormon test oath in 
Idaho effctually lays upon the shelf the 
controversy the Mormons have so long 
m aintained that religious liberty protects 
them in the practice of polygamy. 
The 
Court holds thM religion cannot be per­ 
m itted to cloak a crime defined by the laws 
of the land, and that a church will not be 
perm itted to defend crim inal practices on 
the [dea th at their following is in accord­ 
ance with the code of the church and the 
articles of Its faith. 
There is now nothing 
left for the Mormons to do but to abandon 
the ground they have so long occupied in 
this m atter, subm it themselves to the 
laws or leave the country. 
It does not 
much m atter to the people at large which 
thev do.

Deputy 
Commissioners 
Dismissed 
for 
B reaking the Taws. 
There was an interesting meeting of the 
State Fish and Game Commissioners in 
San Francisco yesterday, at which Com­ 
missioners Ron tier and J. Downey Harvey 
were present. 
The Chief of Patrol, F. D. Callundun, 
reported that during January fishiug had 
been difficult, owing to extreme high water. 
The law regarding doe killing had been 
well observed, and not one doeskin had 
been found in the San Francisco market. 
Complaints have been received of illegal 
fishing by persons representing themselves 
as deputies of the Chief of Patrol. Com­ 
plaint h-o also beeu made of restrictions on 
fish put by Mr. Lamotte in the Sonoma 
creek. 
The prosecutions for illegal fishing 
by Chinese and others were detailed. There 
is an obstruction interfering with salmon- 
spawning near Cazadero, but this is being 
watched. It was recommended that lull 
reports be required m onthly from all depu­ 
ties. 
Carl Precht and Charles Ohm, having 
been complained against for fishing for 
trcut and small fish out of season, were 
que-tioned regarding their fishing. They 
are 
Deputy Fish 
Commissioners, and 
claimed that the fish they have been catch­ 
ing in Sonoma creek are not trout, but sal­ 
mon. Some of these fish weigh twenty- 
one pounds, and specimens have been sent 
to the Academy of Sciences to determine 
precisely what they are. 
Mr. Routier spoke very emphatically 
against the practice of deputies catching 
the same fish under different names in 
bo:h the opeu and close seasons. The ar­ 
rest of both the fishermen was threatened, 
an.l at Mr. Rentier's suggestion the services 
of both as Deputy Commissioners were 
dispensed with. 
Mr. Routier said that un­ 
questionably the spawn taken from the fish 
caught by these fishermen would hatch 
tiout. The Commissioners considered that 
the acti on of these fishermen was repre­ 
hensible, not so much as individual fisher­ 
man, but for fishing out of season while 
aciing as Deputy Fish Commissioners. 
Mr. Ohm challenged the Commissioners 
to send officers up Sonoma creek, where he 
was confident they would discover men 
spearing ibe same sort of fish that he has 
been taking with hook and line. 
Mr. B rig -S of San Francisco expressed the 
opinion as a sportsman that the action of 
the fishermen named was not sporisman- 
like. Suoh practice, if universal, would 
prevent ail soort in sum m er of a large 
num ber of fishermen. 
Ramon W ilson, the legal adviser of the 
Board, said that w ithout regard to exact 
nom enclature the fish should be protected, 
aud the Commissioners should let it be 
generally known that prosecutions will fol­ 
low such fishiug at this time of the year. 
Superintendent W oodbury oí the Com­ 
mission has 
just received permission, 
through Senator S:ant >rd, to take trout 
spawn from Pyram id Lake. Nev. These 
spawn will be taken at the proper time to 
the new Tahoe hatchery, or brought to 
this city, where it is proposed soon to 
establish a hatchery. 
The lake is one of 
the best stocked lakes in the W est. It is 
on an Indian reservation, and the Indians 
have been killing great numbers with 
clubs. The Government officers on the 
reservation have now been ordered to 
check this icdisc im inate killing. The In ­ 
dians have been destroying the trout dur­ 
ing the spawning season by going into the 
shallows of the Truckee river. 
There are now over 1,500.000 young sal­ 
mon at the hatchery at Sisson, ready for 
distribution, but the weather has been such 
that transportation has been impossible. 
The fish are all in excellent condition and 
could have been sent out six weeks ago. 
The hatchery waler. running ail the time, 
keeps an average tem perature at its spring 
source of 48° and never freezes in the 
hatchery. 
Senator Sprague of Yolo has promised to 
arrange 
an

D u n s m u ir , February 4th.—The R e c o r d - 


U h io n ’s special correspondent started north 
from Sims this 
m orning on foot and 
reachfed Dunsm uir, fourteen miles distant, 
after a walk of about five hours through 
melting snow. Sims looks deserted, and 
the few people who stop at the hotel there 
say the place has seemed very lonesome 
since the blockaded train, with Colonel 
Crocker on board, pulled out of the place. 
During the tim e the train laid there the 
hotel-keeper m ade quite a snug sum , and 
now the few who stop at the hotel seem to 
delight in sitting around the large fire­ 
place telling stories and incidents in con­ 
nection w ith the blockaded train. 


POPULARITY OF MR. CROCKER. 
Everybody at the station seems to have 
taken a liking to Mr. Crocker during his 
short stay and stories are told about his 
cheerful and pleasant m anner, and his con­ 
sideration for the passengers on the train. 
He had a cheery word for every one, and 
the story is told that several drum m ers 
who were on the snow-bound train scoured 
around the country and succeeded in 
purchasing a half-dozen ^chickens. One 
of these they offered to Mr. Crocker, but he 
refused to accent their gift, saying at the 
same time that he did not propose to 


“ in d u l g e i n l u x u r ie s ” 
W hile the rest of the passengers on the 
train had a hard time to get the necessaries 
of life. 
Other incidents are related, and judging 
from the talk since the train left, Mr. 
Crocker had made hosts of friends before 
he departed. 
Between Sims and D unsm uir there are 
four or five slides covering the track. One 
of these is very large and will require the 
services of a large force of men a day or 
two to clear it away. In this slide five 
large pine trees have fallen across the track 
and it will take considerable tim e !o re­ 
move them . In places along the track the 
water has rushed across with such force 
that the gravel and dirt have been washed 
from around the ties, and these will have 
to be tamped again to m ake the passage 
over the rails safe. 


BUILDINGS CRUSHED WITH SNOW. 
The roof of the Anderson lum ber mill, 
five miles south of Dunsm uir, has caved in 
from the weight of sdow ou its roof, and 
the m achinery has been damaged. The 
weight of snow on a freight car standing 
on the Chestnut side-track has caused the 
roof to collapse, and the car is a total 
wreck. 
Your correspondent passed the outfit 
train working south about three miles from 
this place. 
Division Superintendent Lind- 
berg was on board. They will endeavor to 
get south far enough so as to meet the first 
north-bound work train, which has provis­ 
ions and freight for D unsm uir and vicinity. 


DUNSMUIR CHURCH WRECKED. 
There is about six feet of snow on tbe 
level at 
Dunsm uir, and 
several small 
houses and the church have been wrecked 
by the weight of snow, and part of the 
freight sheds of the railroad company have 
caved in. The main office of the company 
also came near going. 
The river at this point is falling and very 
muddy, which indicates that slides are oc­ 
curring above here. 
Chief Train Dispatcher Creelman of this 
place was seen by your correspondent this 
afternoon, and through his kindnes the re­ 
porter was able to learn the actual condi­ 
tion of the road on the whole division, 
from Red Bluff to Ashland. 


A WELL POSTED OFFICIAL. 
Mr. Creelman has all the slides aud 
washouts on the division at his fingers’ 
ends, and is constantly receiving reports 
from the stations north and south of here. 
He says that if the weather was good men 
could be brought up and set to work along 
the whole line of road, but as long as the 
rain continues slides and washouts are 
bound to occur all the time and the men 
cannot work to advantage. 
Rain ceased falling early this m orning 
and none fell during the day until about 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, when there was 
a slight sprinkle. 
SNOW MELTING RAPIDLY. 
The snow is m elting rapidly and the 
river will probably remain at a stand-still 
for some time, even though no more rain 
falls. 
From information obtained at the rail­ 
road office here to-day it was learned that 
Assistant General Superintendent P ratt of 
tbe Southern Pacific Company was at Ga­ 
zelle, forty m iies north of here, and push­ 
ing on north as fast as possible. 


LIST OF OBSTRUCTIONS. 
Following is a complete list of obstruc­ 
tions to tbe track on the Shasta division, 
as obtained by your correspondent from 
Mr. Creelman, the train dispatcher: Com­ 
mencing at the south end of tbe division 
there is a washout of thirty feet of track 
six miles north of Copley; a slide at Tun­ 
nel No. 2, three-quarters of a mile north of 
Kennet; a large slide at Shotgun creek- 
half a mile south of Delta; imm ense slide 
at Tonnel No. 9, twenty feet wide, and 
covering tbe track to a depth of thirty feeb 
several sm all slides between Gibson and 
Sims, cutting off the work train wcrkiDg

five slides between Sims and Dunsm uir, 
one of which will take fifty men twenty- 
four hours to remove; num erous slides 
between D uusm uir and Mott, which will 
require the set vices of thirty men a week 
to clear away. 
A slide at Cantara knocked three cars 
over on the river bank, and if the stream 
rises three feet more they will float away. 
There is nothing between Mott and Ager 
stations of consequence, except that the 
first bridge south of the latter place is in 
danger cf giving away. 
The approaches 
to the K lam ath river bridge are in a bad 
condition. 
VICINITY OF HOBNBBOOK. 
The water has washed out every track 
but one in the south end of the Hornbrook 
yard, including 200 feet of the m ain track. 
There is a large slide between H orn- 
brock and Coles, and two fills are also in 
bad condition on account of the banks 
sliding in. 
Nearly all the cuts on the Siskiyou 
m ountains are filled w ith slides. The half 
mile of track between Siskiyou and Stcin- 
rnau is covered by slides, ranging frori 150 
to 200 feet in width and from 50 to 150 feet 
ia depth, in the center of the track. Be­ 
tween tbe same points several fills have 
sunk from three to six feet on account of 
the baDks being washed out. and snow sev­ 
eral feet deep is on the track. 


IMMENSE LANDSLIDES. 
N erth of S einm an there are two slides, 
in ali 050 feet wide and from five to seven 
feet deep. The north end of Tunnel No. 
10, north of Steinman, is somewhat dam ­ 
aged. Several culverts and fills between 


Steinm an and Clawson have been washed 
out. 
These are all the slides and washouts 
that were reported to day, though more 
have occurred since. 
The railroad people here have been en­ 
deavoring in ail possible ways to get the 
road opeD, and before long they will have 
m en strung along the entire line working 
to keep the track clear. 
Endeavors were 
m ade to get engines from the Oregon and 
California line, but there was plenty of 
work on that road and locomotives could 
not be spared. 
Between Ashland and G rant's Pass the 
road is badly ws.-Ued out, and from there 
on to Portland the track is in bad condi­ 
tion from slides and washonls. 
The special from Redding in charge of 
Conductor Ansley got up as far as the wash­ 
out north of Copley to-day, but could pro­ 
ceed no further.

COUNTY BUSINESS. 


T h e B o a r d o f S u p e rv is o rs D isp o se o f 
V a rio u s M a tte r s . 
The Board of Supervisors m et again yes­ 
terday, all the members being present. 
The petition of citizens residing in the 
vicinity of Brighton Crossing for the repair 
of the bridge near that place, was referred 
to Supervisor Greer for investigation. 
Constable Fhillips, of Galt, presented a 
bill of $139 40, mileage and expenses in­ 
curred in makiDg two trips to San Fran­ 
cisco after the embezzler, John Doherty. 
The mileage item called for twenty cents a 
mile each way. The Board thought that 
this ought to icclude the officer’s hotel ex­ 
penses. The District Attorney is to be 
called upon for an opinion on the subject. 
At the afternoon sessioD, bids for supply­ 
ing the commissary departm ent of the 
County Hospital with the regular sched­ 
uled groceries for the next three m onths 
were opened, and coutracts were awarded 
to the lowest bidders on each separate item. 
Robert T. Devlin, to whom the petition 
of H ale & Bauman, of the Indian Diggings 
hydraulic m ine, to have the injunction 
against them raised, was referred, appeared 
before the Board and reported. H e also 
spoke for attorney Oatmau, with whom he 
was associated in the m atter as attorneys 
for the Supervisors. The m ining people, 
he said, had set forth that in the prosecu­ 
tion of their industry they would and did 
in no way harm the Cosumnes river. As 
to the truth of this the attorneys were not 
able to enlighten the Board. But if such 
were the case they could see no reason why 
the Board should not accede to the request 
of the parties. A t any rate, it would be 
advisable to send some competent per­ 
son to the m ine, w ith the view of investi­ 
gating and subsequently reporting to the 
Board. 
Supervisor Ross considered that the ad­ 
vice of the attorneys was sensible, aud he 
would favor sending som eone as suggested. 
Mr. Bates did not believe in spending 
any more money in the matter. 
jlr . Greer said that if it were true that 
the mining in no way harm ed the river he 
would favor raising the injunction which 
now prevented the m ining people from op­ 
erating, 
But he would not vote to relieve 
them of the injunction until he was thor­ 
oughly convinced that the river would not 
be injured. 
The m atter was finally laid over for fur­ 
ther consideration. 
A communication was received from 
Alexander Brown, a m erchant of W alnut 
Grove, in which permission was asked to 
build a w harf into the Sacramento river at 
a point three-quarters of a mile below the 
head of Grand Island. The Board felt dis­ 
posed to grant the request, but as the m at­ 
ter was iu the nature of a franchise, and 
covered by an ordinance, it was decided to 
refer the matter to the District Attorney, 
who will in turn notify Mr. Brown of the 
proper course to proceed. 
The petition of a destitute widow to be 
relieved of the p a v iD g of $20 taxes on her 
little farm several miles out of town was 
next considered. A neighbor of the wid- 
dow appeared before the Board and stated 
that the lady was penniless, aDd if com­ 
pelled to pay her taxes her home would 
fiave to be sold by the Sheriff. 
The Board \yas considerably perplexed 
ai to what to do in the matter. The law 
prevented them from relieving the woman. 
U nder Sheriff Coons, who was present, 
was called upon for his opinion, but he 
said there was no legal way out of the m at­ 
ter. “But. I’ll tell you what can be done,” 
continued Mr. Coons, diving down into his 
pocket, “ there are twenty of us here, and 
I’ve got a dollar.” 
W ith that he dropped 
a dollar into his hat and then passed the 
hat around the room. 
In less time that it 
takes to tell it, the $20 was collected and 
the widow’s taxes were paid. The Board 
made the formal announcement, however, 
that it would draw the line of generosity 
w ith this case, and will not give another 
such sample of their m agnanimity. 
A communication was also received from 
David Quaid, a laborer, who, while work­ 
ing in a gravel pit near Sutter’s Fort in No­ 
vember last, under the supervision ot Road 
Overseer Judge, had his loot injured b.v a 
cave. 
Quaid slated tha', by reason of the 
accident, he had lost twenty-two days’em ­ 
ployment, and was forced to pay a doctor’s 
bill of $3. The total am ount be was out 
was $47, and he desired that the Board 
would reimburse him to that amount. This 
was also referred to the District Attorney. 
Quite a debate arose over the request of 
Road Overseer Plum m er for permission to 
use some iumber which belonged to Over­ 
seer Brown's district on the Jackson road. 
Supervisors Ross and Bales argued that, 
as the lumber belonged to the county, any 
Road Overseer who needed it m ight take it 
without accounting to the district from 
which it was taken. 
Supervisors Tehbcts and Greer, however, 
contended that Plum m er should pay a 
reasonable am ount into Brown’s fund foi 
the lumber, as the latter had to draw upon 
the money allotted to him in order to get 
the lum ber in the first place. They did not 
think it fair that one district's fund should 
be taxed for material used by another dis­ 
trict. 
Mr. Black agreed with Messrs. Greer 
aud Tebbets, and the three, being a m a­ 
jority of the Board, adopted a motion to 
the effect that if any Overseer wanted m a­ 
terial from another he would have to pay 
for it. 
An adjournm ent was then taken until

Judge Spencer, of the Santa Clara Supe­ 
rior Court, has rendered a decision that 
interests the Sheriffs of the various coun­ 
ties. 
It was in the suit of Santa Clara 
county against Jonathan Sweigert, the 
Sheriff, 
to recover $1,110. which he had 
coliecied from the State for taking prison­ 
ers to the Penitentiary and insane persons 
to the Slate asylums. 
W hen tbe county brought suit for the 
am ount the Sheriff demurred on the ground 
that no cause of action had been averred, 
and that he had the right under the State 
A ct; also, that if he bad no right to convert 
tbe money to his own use, the suit should 
be against the State. 
In his opinion Judge Spencer takes the 
ground that the money should be collected 
from the State by the Sheriff and turned 
over to the County Treasury. This practi­ 
cally ends the case.

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EDWARD SHOOK'S DEATH. 


TESTIMONY REGARDING THE TRAGEDY 
TAKEN AT THE INQUEST. 


Bliss W heelan Denies That There W as 
Any Arrangem ent to Have Chal- 
man W hipped. 


Coroner Clark he!d an inquest last even- 
in the case of Edward Snook, who was 
shot and killed Monday evening by Peter 
Chatman, a waiter in the Saddle Rock res­ 
taurant. 
An immense throng gathered in the 
vicinity of the Morgue, which with diffi­ 
culty could be kept from crowding into 
the examination room. 
Chaiman was not summoned for exam­ 
ination, it being his desire not to testify at 
the inquest. As the law gives him this 
privilege, no attempt was made to compel 
his attendance. 
The first witness called was police officer 
Ash. He testified as follows: “lam a police 
officer. Monday night shortly after 8 o’clock 
officer Harvey and myself were standing in 
the vicinity of the Plaza, when we neard 
two pistol shots coming from the direction 
of I street. We ran up and found a dead 
man lying near the sidewalk. Mr. Brissell 
was there, too. holding a man whom he 
said did the shooting. Officer Harvey took 
charge of the body, and I arrested the man 
whom Mr. Brissell had. On oar way to the 
prison my prisoner said he shot in self-de­ 
fense, and that he would not have had it 
happen for $1,000. We passed two women on 
our way, and one of them asked me if ‘Ed. 
was dead.' I did not know them at the 
time but have since learned that they were 
Miss Wheelan and Mrs. Orr. I searched 
the man who did the shooting and found a 
ksife upon him. The pistol with which 
the shooting was done was found about 
twenty-five feet from where the dead man 
lay. I did not know who the dead man 
was at the time.’’ 
In answer to a question from a juror Mr. 
Ash said that his prisoner had a badly 
bruised eye when he arrested him, as 
though he had been strnck by sorn; one 
The prisoner said he had been struck from 
behind. 
Officer Harvey gave testimony substan­ 
tially the same as that given by Mr. Ash. 
John P. Brissell was the next witness. 
He testified that he was standing on the 
northeast corner of Ninth and I streets Mon­ 
day evening, when he was suddenly startled 
by two pistol shots. “I turned around 
quickly,’’ he said, and saw a man fall, 
across the street, and heard him groan. I 
also saw another man, who had apparently 
done the shooting, starting to go away. I 
ran over and caught hold of him. I asked 
him where h:s pistol was, and he said he 
had none. Officer Ash then came up, and 
I turned the prisoner over to aim . We 
found the pistol in the street. I ac­ 
companied officer Ash and the prisoner to 
the police station, and on the way down 
asked the prisoner several questions. He 
said he had been struck from behind by 
some unknown man, aud had shot him in 
self-defense. He told tue, also, about hav­ 
ing made an appointment with a young 
lady, but suspected that she would have 
some one there to assault him, so he went 
prepared. I told him that he was in a 
pretty bad fix, and he replied that he would 
just as soon hang now as any time. Right 
after the shots were fired I saw two women 
run away from the scene, and one of them 
hid behind a tree. The prisoner told me 
his name was Peter Chaiman.” 
Alfred Hemrich, an engineer, employed 
at the fire-house near Tenth and I streets, 
testified that he was standing in front of 
the engine-house, when he heard two 
shots coming from the vicinity of Ninth 
and I streets. He ran to the scene as 
quickly as he could and on the way passed 
a lady who was screaming, "Oh, my God, 
Ed. is shot!” 
Annie Wheelan was then sworn. She 
looked very pale and nervous, and gave 
her testimony in a scarcely audible voice. 
She made the following statement: “For 
the past two years I have been employed as 
cashier at the Saddle Rock Restaurant. 
Last evening I was in the vicinity of the 
Plaza with Peter Chaiman. I had asked 
him to meet me there. We walked up I 
street and be was talking angrily to me. 
He was walking on the inside of tire side­ 
walk. When he had got about in the mid­ 
dle of the block he stopped and raised 
his hand as if to strike me. A gentleman 
at that moment stepped up, and, putting 
his band on Peter's shoulder, said: ‘See 
here, 
’; that was all I heard him say. I 
heard them scuffling, and saw the gentle­ 
man’s hat go off. I don’t know whether 
he was struck or not. Then I heard two 
Ehots and the gentleman fell. I was terri­ 
bly excited, and when I recovered my 
senses I saw Mrs. Orr holding the gentle­ 
man’s head in her hands. She said: ‘It’s 
Ed. Snook; he’s dead.’ I said: ‘My God, 
let’s go home.’ We then left.” 
“Did you expect to see Mr. Snook or 
Mrs Orr there?” asked Coponer Clark. 
"I did not,” replied the witness. “After 
leaving the scene I went to the telegraph 
office, intending to send for my brother. I 
changed my mind, though.” 
In answer to further questions Miss 
Wheelan said that when Mr. Snook took 
hold of Chaiman he seized him by the two 
- arms, and seemed to be running him back­ 
ward. Chaiman was trying to get at his 
pockets in front and kept saying, “Wait a 
minute ! Wait a m inute!" 
Mrs. Mary Orr was the next witness. She 
said that she and Mr. Sncok were walking in 
the vicinity of the TUza Monday night when 
she saw a lady walking ahead of them on 
I street, whcse figure resembled that of 
Miss Wheelan. “I said to Mr. Snook,-’ she 
continued, “that the lady looked like my 
friend, Miss Wheelan. He said, ‘Yes, it 
does.’ We agreed that we would catcb up 
with her, and were walking fast, when we 
saw a man joiD her. We said we would 
walk by and if we knew the gentleman 
would stop and speak with them. Pres­ 
ently we saw the man acting strangely and 
talking loudly. I said to Mr. Snook: ‘They 
appear to be having trouble.’ He replied, 
‘Yes; let’s hurry up.’ We had reached 
very near them, when we saw the man 
raise his hand as if to strike her. Mr. 
Snook immediately stepped forward qnick- 
ly, and, putting his hand on his left 
shoulder, said. What are you doing?’ or 
something like that. The man then struck 
Mr. Snook, knocking his hat off. Mr. 
Snook then caught hold of the man's arms, 
and ran him backwards. The man said, 
‘Waiti a man,' then I beard a shot. I saw 
Mr. Snook’s arm go back and then forward, 
as if striking the man, and saw the latter's 
hat go off. Then I heard the second shot 
and Mr. Snook fell to the ground dead.” 
Mrs. Orr denied positively that she had 
any previous arrangement with Miss 
Wheelan to bring Mr. Snook to the Plaza, 
It was a purely accidental meeting. Just 
prior to seeing Miss Wheelan she said Mr. 
Snook asked her if he could saioke. She 
gave her consent, and volunteered to carry 
his overcoat tor him while he was lighting 
his cigar. She wss still carrying it when 
they came upon Miss Wheelan and Chal 
man. “About 8 o'clock last evening,” she 
said, “Mr. Snook and I were engaged in 
conversation on the back porch of my 
house on I street, when Miss Wheelan 
came in and asked mo for her purse. She 
always lets me keep her money for her. 
We talked for a few minutes and’then she 
started to leave. I said, ‘What s your 
hurry ?’ She replied that she had an en 
gagement. We did not ask her where nor 
with wbom she had the engagement. We 
did not know which direction she took, and 
were surprised to meet her afterward when 
we went out for a walk.” 
The statement cf Dr. Nichols, who per­ 
formed the autopsy on the remains, was 
read to the jury, after which the case was 
submitted. 
TH E YEEDICT. 
After a short deliberation the jury rend 
ered the following verdict; 
“We, the jury, find that the deceased. 
Edward Snook, a native of New York, 33 
years of age, came to his death from a gun­ 
shot wound inflicted by one Peter Chal 
man.” 
HELD TO ANSWER. 
The A lleged Book-Purloiner Must Stand 
a Trial. 
In the Police Court yesterday Elmer 
^ Hagenbangh underwent examination on a 
charge of grand larceny, preferred by State 
Librarian Wallis, who alleges that the 
prisoner stole hooks from the State Library 
to the value of $150. The chief witness for 
the prosecution was Mr. Wallis, whose 
statement did net differ materially frcm 
that first published in the R ec o r d U n io s 
in connection with the announcement of 
Hagenbaugh's arrest at Los Gatos last 
week. 
City Attorney Church testified that 
Hagenbaugh had confessed to him that he 
bad stolen the bocks, and intended to plead 
guilty whenever his rase came up for trial. 
Receiving Clerk Chappeile of the railroad 


freight department testified to receiving the 
boxes [of books] from Hagenbaugh, ad­ 
dressed to Sherwood, Mich. 
After some further corroborative testi­ 
mony had been taken, Judge Buckley held 
Hagenbauzh to answer before the Superior 
Court, with baii fixed at $1,500. 
The books recovered belonging to the 
City Free Library are yet in the hands of 
the Sheriff. Hagenbaugh shipped a couple 
of boxes of books on the 29 h of November 
last to his father in Michigan, and yester­ 
day he wrote a letter to the latter asking 
him to return all the volumes in his posses­ 
sion sent from here. These include five 
volumes of “Wit and Humor,” belonging 
to the City Library, aDd valued at $17 50. 
District Attorney Bruner will also file an 
information for burglary against Hagen­ 
baugh.

NEW LABOR BUREAU.

The Federated Trades Assisting 
Cause of Labor. 
The Executive Committee of the Feder­ 
ated Trades met last evening at their hall, 
1019 Eighth street, and made arrangements 
to inaugurate a free labor bureau in this 
city. It is announced that this bureau, 
while under the auspices of the Trades 
Unions, is not intended to be worked in a 
narrow spirit, but will aim to aid all classes 
of labor, female as well as male. No fee 
will be charged any person registering at 
this bureau, and every effort wiil be made 
to secure employment for all who apply. 
A labor bureau of this character is deserv­ 
ing of the encouragement of the public, 
and citizens who may be in need of help 
of any character will do well to make their 
wants known to the bureau, aDd thus as­ 
sist the cause of deserving labor. The of­ 
fice will be kept open from 8 A. M. to 4 
o’clock p. m , between which hours the 
wants of bath employers and employes will 
be carefully attended to. Impositions upon 
laboring men by employment agencies in 
this city in the past have shown the need 
of an institution of this character, and if 
properly conducted great good can be done 
in Sacramento by this proposed free labor 
bureau.

A SIERRA CASE. 
The Supreme Court Files a Decision iu 
the D eidesheim er Case.

Our D elegation iu Congress United and 
Determ ined to Accom plish 
Som ething.

W a sh in g to n, Jan u ary 1 3 ,1S90. j 
lion. P. E. Platt, President Board of Trade, Sac­ 
ramento, Col.—Dear Sib : I received a copy of 
the resolutions adopted by the Boa: d of Trade of 
your city. 1 had already introduced a hill in­ 
creasing the appropriation from 8150,COO to 8300,­ 
000. I came to this conclusion after an inter­ 
view with Congressman Clunie and the Super­ 
vising Architect of Public Buildings, 
k Sacramento is the capital ot the State, a grow- 
city, and entitled to a better public building 
than could possibly be constructed with the 
sum of 8150,000. A short time before leaving 
lor Washington, in company w ith Congressman 
Clunie and citizens of Sacramento, 1 went on a 
tour of inspection up the Sacramento river. I 
had seen the river as far back as 1850, kuew- its 
condition then and saw its condition during 
our trip. I said in an interview, published in 
the Beoohd-Union, that 1 believed the only 
safe way to secure the navigation of the Sacra­ 
mento river and protect the surrounding country 
was a relief canal, relieving the river at a point 
somewhere in the vicinity of Knight's Land 
ing and conducting the water through the 
Montezuma Hills toSuisun Bay. I deeply re­ 
gretted to hear of the misfortune of the people 
of the Sacramento valley through the floods 
that have occurred there this winter. We suc­ 
ceeded in getting the Secretary to order the bal­ 
ance of the money appropriated immediatelv 
and expended in connection with the river. We 
hope this winter to be able to get large addi­ 
tional appropriations to the end that the navi- 
ation of the Sacramento may be preserved, 
tv hard work we succeeded in getting Mr. 
Clunie placed upon the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds. Senator Stanford is 
also Chairman ol that committee iu the senate, 
therefore we have reasonable expectations for 
getting reveral public buildings to which our 
State is justly entitled. 
Mr. Clunie is taking an active part in all leg­ 
islation that affects Sacramento eity and valley. 
He is active and energetic and will make him­ 
self felt in the present Congress. 
The delegation are united upon all matters of 
interest to our State, and we confidently expect 
good results in the Filly-first Congress. 
There has been some suggestion in reference 
to a change of the I’ostoffice site. The Postofilce 
to be erected should be in a location that will 
accommodate the people twenty years from 
now as well as the present time. 
Upon each visit to your beautiful city I notice 
its rapid growth eastward, aud am firmly con 
vinced that Seventh street is as near the river 
as the Postoflice should be built. I would, 
therefore, oppose auy change lrom the one 
already selected by the Commissioners for that 
purpose Yours, very truly, George Hearst.

It was unanimously 
resolved that an appropriation of not less than 
S3,oOO.OOO should, if possible, be secured for the 
general Improvement of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers and their tributaries.

“ This thing of shooting,’' said he, “is 
getting too frequent and som ething must 
be done to stop it. W hy we have more 
m urders here every year than in any other 
city in the Union, save probably San A n­ 
tonio, T er. Ail that now seems to be 
necessary is to have two or three friends 
accompany you when you kill your man 
and then claim that you acted in self-de­ 
fense. The ieniency of juries in dealing 
w ith m urderers in the past has created an 
impression that life is only a secondary 
consideration. 
“ If the law sgiinst the carrying of con­ 
cealed weapons was more rigidly enforced 
and heavier lines imposed, we would have 
less cutting and shooting. We arrested 
nearly 300 people for carrying weapons lest 
year and over one-third of them were dis­ 
charged in Court. The penalty imposed is 
entirely too '..¿Iff. I would suggest that 
the lowest Density be a fine of $200, with 
at: alternative jf as m any days’ imprison­ 
m ent in jai!. 
“Then we wouid not have every rowdy 
and loafer armed to the teelb, ready to cut 
or shoot on the sligh'est provocation. 
W hy, in some parts of Europe it is a fel­ 
ony," punishable by five or six years im ­ 
prisonm ent in the penitentiary, to carry 
weapons, but here the offender gets off 
w ith a nom inal line. 
I will have the last 
three m urders investigated thoroughly, and 
if we don’t get at the bottom of them it will 
not be our fault. 
Both the bu.iets which took effect en­ 
tered the left side of H err's body, and from 
their location, Coroner Eaton says the de­ 
ceased m ust have had bis arm s raised, as if 
to ward oti a blow when he was shot. The 
story told by Naughton aud his friend 
that’ H err was assaulting them with the 
seal when the shots were fired may be 
true; but it is strange, that if it was so, 
none of the bullets entered from in front. 
The builets entered on the side, which 
m akes it appear as if H err was standing 
sideways when he was killed. After he was 
shot he ran to the office window, crying 
out “m urder, ’ and that is considered 
strange if he was the aggressor m aking a 
m urderous ssault. 
An autopsy was made on H err's body 
this afternoon, and it was found that the 
wounds in his side and arm were made by 
the same bu.lei 
It passed through his 
arm , penetra'ed the left side and severed a 
large blood vessel back of the heart. There 
was another wound lower on the side, but 
the bullet did not enter the body.
